1929 Coachwork . 
Sports Models 


From Oung CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday. 

Coachwork on the 1929 cars shows several 
changes com with last year, in shape, 
colour and finish. With regard to colour, 
many of the cars have two-tone effects— 
that is, two shades of the same colour in the 
bodywork. Some years ago, when two colours 
were employed, they were of contrasting 
hue, and the front of the car was painted 
one colour and the back another. ‘hen came 
the idea of arranging the colours in a 
horizontal direction so that top and bottom 
were different, and this has n followed 
by the practice of arranging the top colour 
in the form of the letter “ V,” so that it 
is narrower at the radiator and gradually 
opens out along the bonnet until it assumes 
its full width at the dashboard. 

There are variations of this idea, but the 
general principle is the same, and in most 
cases the colours are of two shades of the 
same, with just a difference of tint. Brown 
lends itself to this treatment owing to its 
numerous shades, and in addition to this it 
usually harmonises well with the upholstery, 


which may be of leather or cloth. Brigher 
colours are being revived for sports models, 
which often have rather brilliantly painted 


wings, and touring cars and saloons are 
rather brighter than last vear. 
: LOWER BODIES. 

Changes in sha 
of tendencies which have been noticeable in 
recent years. Bodies are lower; not only 
are they set lower in the chassis, but the 
roofs, too, are not so high, yet there is as 
much room inside as formerly, an effect some- 
times obtained by slightly sinking the floor- 
boards in front of the seats. . Streamlining 
has been carried further, so that there Is 
sometimes no break in the continuity of the 
outline from radiator through dashboard to 
the body. Doors are wider in many cases, 
and body curves continue to become more 
sweeping with fewer sharp angles.

Brighter Colours for 
: The Sunshine 


Finish on the larger cars is as luxurious as 
ever; on the medium-price cars it is much 
ny nen, while on the cheapest cars it 1s of 
a higher standard than ever before. Two 


lawest-priced cars would not bear a close 
inspection of the woodwork and upholstery, 
but this year even the cheapest car is well 
turned-out in this respect. 

Last year’s introduction of the “ sunshine 
saloon ” has been followed by developments 
of the idea, which take many forms. Briefly, 
they increase the facilities for quickly con- 
verting a closed car into an open one, and 
Im some cases enable the degree of openness 
to be regulated. In one particular instance 
four different forms may be rapidly obtained, 
for the car may be completely closed, open 
at the top along the whole length, open at 
the back of the top and closed at the front, 
or vice versa. 


THE SPORTS COUPE. 


The type of body known a few years ago 
as the ‘chummy ”’ went rather out of favour, 
but it is back again in a very decided fashion, 
though it is known by other names. It is 
now -called “ sports coupé,’’ or some similar 
name; but the original idea of the 
‘chummy ”’ is its basis, as it is a two-seater, 
which is also an occasional four-seater, with 
all passengers under the same hood. [In its 
new form this is a most useful form of body, 
for it saves the waste of space which occurs 
with a coupé body on a long chassis. 
Actually it 1s a coupé with an extended 
space at the rear, which can be used either 
as baggage space when touring or for. the 
carriage of clubs or fishing tackle, or, when 
necessary, for the accommodation of two 
additional passengers under the same cover, 
access to the rear seats being obtained by 
the same door that serves the main or front 
seats. lhere are some very pleasing 
examples of this type, which is being taken 
up by many manyfacturers. 


SOME OF THE 


TROJAN. 

The Trojan has undergone considerable 
change in appearance since its introduction 
as a utility car; but alterations are mainiy 
in the bodywork, for the principle of the 
two-stroke engine is the same, and there has 
been no need to change it except for improve- 
ments to the bearings and balance. It now 
presents an orthodox appearance, with pneu- 
matic tyres and bodywork of the most ap- 
proved style. The “' Achilles’’ five-seater 
saloon is a very pleasing model, with a body 
of fabric construction. It is also available as 
a sunshine fabric saloon, known as the 
‘** Apollo’ model and as a four-seater tourer. 
The Trojan represents the utmost simplicity 
in the way of motor cars, the working parts 
being reduced to the minimum; while the sus- 
pension system, which was quite efficient with 
solid tyres, is more comfortable than ever now 
that pneumatic tyres are fitted. 


RILEY. 

The new Riley “ Biarritz ’’ saloon has-many 
distinctive features, the most notewurthy 
being the idea of reproducing the “ vee ”’ 
sattern of the radiator in the rear of the 

ywork, which otherwise is somewhat 
similar to the “ Monaco’’ model. A thorough 
effort has been made to eliminate drumming 
and mechanical noises, which sometimes have 


, 


a disturbing effect with enclosed cars. To 
this end generous use has been made of 
sóund-deadening material. The is 


mounted upon rubber blocks to the chassis 
frame, the bonnet rests upon a rubber pad, 
and the floor boards are of the built-up de- 
scription, with a strip of soft fabric between 
the upper and lower layers. Several little 
changes have been made in the bodywork of 
the cther models, but mechanically the 
chassis, which is one of the most. successful 
produced in the last two years, remains the 
same, except that a single-plate clutch is now 
fitted instead of a cone on the earlier cars, 
and the gear control is now centrally placed 
So that it is immediately over the gear-bux. 
Other models of the Riley “Nine” are 
“* Monaco” saloon, special tourer and four- 
Seater tourer, and “ Brooklands” sporting 
model. The Riley “Six” 14 h.p. is pro- 
duced as a fabric saloon, coach-built saloon, 
and special tourer. The new Riley 14 h.p. 
six-cylinder model is a development of the 
highly-successful four-cylinder. It is an 
engine of 1,633 c.c. capacity. a double cam- 
shaft, and a four-speed gear-box. 


LINCOLN. 

Examples of the 1929 Lincoln car are on 
view in London during the period of the 
Motor Show. These 40 h.p. cars, with eight 
cylinders and six brakes, represent everv- 
thing that is modern in the way of ad- 
vanced mechanical design and _ luxurious 
coachwork. The handsome outline that has 
always distinguished the Lincoln has heen 
further enhanced in the 1929 production. 
The saloon has a level line from the top 
of the radiator straight through the body to 
the end of the rear door, after which it 
gently curves and comes up to the same 
Jevel again at the rear of the bodywork. 
and it is in every way a nobly-appointed 
carriage. 


FIAT. 
A new 17-50 h.p. six-cylinder model Fiat 
is a noteworthy production of this famous 
Anglo-Italian firm, which has just taken over 
extensive premises at Crayford, Kent, to 
meet the expanding demand for its cars, the 
bodies, wheels, springs and other fittings of 
which are of British manufacture. The 
factory, by the way, is the only one in the 
world to have a track built on the roof, so 
that all cars as they are completed are sub- 


NEW EXHIBITS. 


}vating being 17.2 h.p., while the gear-box, 
which has central control, is provided with 
four speeds. Fiat reputation goes back a 
jong way, and the successes in the road races 
of 1906 and 1907 have been followed by many 
other triumphs, including the flight. from 
Rome to Brazil, during which the engine 
worked uninterruptedly for over fifty-eight 
hours. All the experience gained in these 
successes is incorporated in the new model. 
Other models in the Fiat programme are 
another six-cylinder of larger dimensions,

The Free State Department of Agriculture 
announces that on the 18th September 

ckages of butter trom 209 creameries in the 

ree State were forwarded to the Depart- 
ment’s Butter-Testing Station, Dublin, where 
they were retained under ordinary commercial 
conditions and examined on the 2nd and 3rd 
October by three judges, acting independently. 
The marks awarded for flavour, texture, 
colour, and packing and finish were com- 
municated to the creameries from which 
exhibits were forwarded. 

As an indication of the high quality of 
butter manufactured in Free State creameries, 
it may be mentioned that 99 per cent. of the 
exhibits wete up to the standard fixed for 
creamery butter intended for export, while 
85 per cent. attained as high a standard as 
will eventually be required for the award of 
the national mark.

A REVIEW OF FOLK 
SONGS. 


ACTION FOR ALLEGED LIBEL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
In: the action of Seamus Clandillon, 
Director of the Dublin Broadcasting Station, 
and his wife, Maighread Ni Annagain, 
against Donal J. O'Sullivan, Clerk of the 
Senate, G. W. Russell, editor of the Jrish 
Statesman, and the Irish Statesman Publish- 
ing Co., Ltd., 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., with whom 
was Mr. Moonan (instructed by Mr. C. J. 
Murray), applied on behalf of the plaintiffs 
for an order giving liberty to administer 
interrogatories to the defendants. Each of 
the plaintiffs claims £1,000 damages for 
alleged libel contained in a review of 
*Londuth an Chairn,” a collection of Irish 
folk songs and music edited by the plaintiffs, 
the publication of which was stated to have 
been financed by the Carnegie United King- 
dom Trust, the publishers being the Oxford 
University Press. ‘The review was written 
by the defendant, Mr, O'Sullivan, it was 
alleged, and was published in the issue of 
the Jrish Statesman of the 19th November, 
1927. ‘They had, said counsel, an affidavit 
of Mr, Russell, to the effect that the original 
article complained of had been destroyed. 
They had reason to believe that the original 
article was much more violent. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C (instructed by 
Messrs. A. Cox and Co.), who appeared for 
Mr. O'Sullivan, objected to such a state- 
ment being made. ; 

Mr. Maguire said that they were not told 
whether the document had been destroyed 
accidentally or deliberately, or by whom. 

Mr. Fitzgerald and Mr. Marnan, who, with 
Mr. Bewley, K.C., appeared for the other 
defendants, opposed the application for in- 
terrogatories, They gave an” undertaking 
that particulars would be furnished as to the 
date and occasion of the destruction of the 
document and the person by whom it was 
destroyed. 

Mr. Maguire suggested that the defendants 
should be asked to let them have informa- 
tion as to whether any materia) alteration 
had been made in the document. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that he would 
not do that. He believed that all the 
information which the plaintiffs were entitled 
to obtain would be contained in the parti- 
cularg which the defendants had undertaken 
to deliver, Inasmuch as no notice asking for 
particulars had been served before the motion 
was brought, and inasmuch as the motion 
had substantially failed; he would refuse it, 
with costs, :

MISSING CO. DUBLIN SEAMAN. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA) 

In the goods of Patrick Donnelly, a missin 
able seaman, who was entitled under the wil 
of his father, Joseph Donnelly, master 
mariner, of Rush, Co. Dublin, subject to the 
life estate of his mother, Ellen Donnelly, 
who died on 13th November, 1913, to half 
the estate, sworn at £1, 

Mr. 1. J. Kelly (instructed by Messrs. Lett 
and Fetherstonhaugh) applied on behalf of 
John Donnelly, brother of the missing man, 
for an order yiving him liberty to presume 
the death of Joseph Donnelly, and to apply 
for letters of administration intestate to him 
as sole next-of-kin. 

_ Council said thai the missing man was 
in the merchant service, and was last heard 
of in South Africa in 1902, when, apparently, 
he was looking for diamonds.

We started last week and we found nothing 
for the first week. We are away from any 
hotel or ‘bose’ of any sort. We have a 
bell-tent, and live on the banks of the Vaal 
River, and we bathe three or four times 


a day. The sun is very hot around here, but 
we intend to stick it for six months anyhow. 
There has been some good finds on this 


river lately on the celebrated Vaal River 
estate.” 


Donnelly, said Mr. Kelly. Apparently he 
left his ship to look for diamonds and wes 
lost in South Africa. They had made 
inquiries about the man in South Africa, but 
could get no information about him.

YESTERDAY'S CASES IN 27HE COURTS. 


Mr. O'Neill, directed his attention to Section 
62 of the Industrial and Commercial Property 
Protection Act, 1927, and stated that, as Mr. 
O’Neill was not registered as a patent agent, 
he was unable to recognise him as such. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Has he refused to put 
solicitors, as such, un the list of patent 
agents? 

Mr. Lavery—Oh, no, my lord. 

Counsel read Sub-section 5 of Section 62 of 
the Industrial and Commercial Property Pro- 
tection Act, 1927, which is: “ Nothing in this 
section shall be taken to prohibit solicitors 
from taking: such part as they have heretofore 
taken in proceedings analogous to any pro- 
ceedings in this Act,” and argued that the 
measure of the rights of solicitors under this 
Act was their previous rights as solicitors to 
carry on work in connection with the grant- 
ing of patents by the Patent Office in London. 

Mr. Bewley, K.C., who, with Mr. Stephens 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
appeared for Mr, Bradley, the respondent, 
said that the whole question came down to 
the interpretation of the Act under which 
the Comptroller was appointed, because it 
was under that Act. that the present applica- 
lion was made, and Sub-Section 5 of Section 
62 was all-important. It was not at all clear 
to him that trish solicitors ever did, in faci, 
gs as patent agents in the English 
atent Oftice, nor was it clear, he thought, 
that they were entitled to do so, Even 
supposing—as he did not admit—that they 
were, it was perfectly clear that the situation 
was ultered by the creation of the Irish Free 
State, and that a solicitor in Ireland would 
not have any right to practise as a patent 
agent in Kngland, any more than a solicitor 
in England would be entitled to practise as 
a patent agent here. If an Irish solicitor 
was not entitled to practise as a patent agent 
in England at the time immediately before 
the passing of this Act of 1927, then he 
certainly was not in a position to take 
advantage of that sub-section which entitled 
him ‘‘to take part as heretofore’’ in pro- 
ceedings analagous to any proceedings in 
this Act. ' 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, giving judgment, said 
that the entire question turned on the con- 
struction given to Section 62 of the Industrial 
and Commercial Property Protection Act, 
1927, and to Sub-Section 5 of that Section. 
They had to consider, first of all, what was 
the meaning of ‘“‘heretofore”’ in that sub- 
section. He thought that that sub-section 
was meant to preserve to solicitors the right 
which they had to appear and to carry 
through applications for patents in the Patent 
Office in the United Éin dom, while the 
Tatent Oflice in the United Kingdom was the 
Patent Office for what was then the Unite 
Kingdom of Great Britain and lreland—in 
other words, solicitors under this Act had the 
same right in respect of proceedings here as 
solicitors had pnor to 1921 in the Patent 
Office in England. Accordingly, the result of 
that construction of the sub-section, which 
seemed to him to. be the only reasonable 
construction, was that the cause shown in 
this case should he disallowed and the con- 
ditional order made absolute. 

Mr. Justice Hanna agreed, and said that 
he thought that the sub-section required thie 
addition, after the words “ taking such part,” 
of the words “in proceedings eg An this Act ”’ 
to make it intelligible. 

The cause shown accordingly was dismissed, 
and the conditional order was made absolute, 
with costs,

The cases of Ennis v. Garristown and 
Delvin River Drainage Board and Ennis v. 
the County Councils of Dublin and Meath 
were listed on notice. They were applications 
to make absolute conditional orders to bring 
up to be quashed certain rates struck by the 
Garristown and Delvin’ River Drainage 
Board. 

H appeared that James Ennis, a ratepayer, 
of Balbriggan, obtained a conditional order to 
quash a mxintenance rate struck by the Board 
in December, 1926, and a mandamus directing 
the Board to have their accounts audited. 
The Board struck a further rate in July, 
1927, and a conditional order was obtained by 
Mr. Ennis to quash that also. When the 
motions to make absolute these conditional 
orders came before the Court last November 
it was stated that the business of the Drain- 
age Board had been transferred to the County 
Councils of Dublin and Meath, and it was 
directed that a further conditional order 
should be served on the County Council of 
Dublin and the County Council of Meath, and 
the hearing was adjourned to enable the 
County Councils to show cause. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who, with Mr. 
McGonigal (instructed by Mr. Tench), ap- 
peared for Mr, Ennis, the prosecutor, now 
renewed his application, and subsequently the 
matter resolved itself into a question of costs. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Felix Sherry 
(instructed by Mr. J. M. Kennedy) appeared 
for Mr. Patrick White and others, who were 
members of the Drainage Board before it was 
dissolved; Mr. Wood, K.C., and Mr. Art 
(Connor (instructed by Mr. Thomas Early) 
for the Dublin County Council; and Mr. Felix 
Sherry (instructed by Messrs. Cochrane and 
Co.) for Garristown and Delvin River 
Drainage Board. 

The Meath County Council was not repre- 
sented. 

Counsel having been heard fully, 

The Court made the. conditional orders 
absolute, and declared the prosecutor entitled 
to his costs against the County Councils of 
Meath and Dublin in the proportion of one- 
fifth to be paid by the Meath County Council 
and four-fifths to be paid by the Dublin 
County Council. They allowed Mr. Phelps’s 
clients to bear their own costs and gave no

MARY ELLEN'S CREW.

S FANASKIDDY is now a weary scrap- 

heap of Queenstown's motley déhris. 
On the island there (not many acres in 
extent) rusts a haphazard litter of old 
ships’ parts, tottering worksheds, moulder- 
ing hulks, and remnants of the innumer- 
able activities that not so long ago made 
Haulbowline Dockyard the veritable focus 
of the harbour’s seething naval industry. 

Shanaskiddy was always one of those 
little seaside villages which appear to have 


decayed from some richer state, but now, 
it seems the cemetery of a listlessness and’ 


hopelessness, always, apparently, on the 
point of death, and yet half-aimlessly 
prolonging its release from the dazed coma 
more dismal even than the: tomb. In 
prospect it is an irregular chain of faded- 
looking public-houses, thatched cottages 
and feebly-pretentious villas—indeed, the 
oddest rosary of lingering decay expressed 
in houses only animated enough to convey, 
uncannily, a senility whose bones are 
rooted in the very earth and stones of 
the place, and whose pale, young-withered 
flowers are the people. 

On the island, about two hundred yards 
seaward of the village, to which a narrow 
road connects, a habited house lies, almost 
imperceptible to the unaccustoined: eye,

in the-must and mould and medley of sca- 
death, shore-strewn.

One would say that gaieity in Shana- 
skiddy would look like a’ Bacchie crown 
set weirdly askew on a corpse, tottering, 
through the mazy corridors of death, te 
the mocking caronse littered on the spent 
table, where round demonical faées leer in 
an orgy of debased despair. The wine- 
steeped blossoms would sting the nose 
with the grave’s moist odour, ard the buzz 
of crackling bones deafen the lusty ear. 

This, indeed, was my secret apprehen- 
sion of the confused impression Shana- 
skiddy presented on Regatta Day. Even 
the bunting, spanning haphazardly and 
untidily the pot-holed, arid street, 
seemed a symbol of the truth that nations 
will crumble and be buried in their blood- 
stained flags. Here all that represented 
progress seemed unpurposed, and all that 
was momentarily purposed brief as the 
drifting wraiths of dust that the wheels 
of an occasional motor car disturbed from 
the streets on to the hawkers’ tables and 
the parched flowers in the little garden 
patches before the villas. 

Across the harbour, whence my gaze 
turned as to the living from the dead. 
Queenstown radiated forth her splendour ; 
and her whiteness, brightened by a 
generous sun, dimmed into the background 
of green hills, and sloped cternally into 
the uncharted horizon, spun like a 
jewelled serenity on the luminous air. 
tinted now by the sea and by the sky, and 
made warm, native and personal by this 
terraced town. 

My mind rested an uncaucht moment 
there, and dreamed itself into some pass- 
ing permanence, as the eye will transmute 
itself for ever in the scene; while mv 
body, caught in this swarming web of 
humanity, and jostled by the little fool 
and the great fool, fretted on the pier by 
the sea, and I desired of beauty some sun- 
set wings, whereon I might glide the 
length of some sunbeam to an immortal 
ease, and rest again in a musical sleep, in 
some dream-sphere illumined by the lights 
of bird-wings flashing and glimmering 
over a white sea of peace. i

Suddenly, a starting gun recalled me to 
the fact that this was Shanaskiddy Re- 
gatta, that I was supposed to be there to 
see it, and that a tobacco-chewing seaman, 
unconscious in his excitement about the 
Mary Ellen's jockeying to the mark, had 
spit, with a most magnificent walnut sim- 
plicity, on my trousers. I wondered 
Yaguely whether it would wash out. and 
immediately, as though anticipating my 
sleepy thought, the same seaman, now 
violently anathemizing the brainlessness 
óf Mary Ellen’s crew, nearly pushed me 
into the sea. 

Partly because I cannot swim, and 
partly because I have not many pairs of 
trousers, I retired some litile from the 
group of locals, in whom the manwuvring 
of the Mary Ellen had produced a state 
of hysterical combustion. An exuberantly- 
clad performer announced to some gaping 
yokels that he who could speak strange 
languages (here he made a noise like a 
parrot imitating a Klaxon) could do three 
things at once. And he did. On a piece 
of board, round, and about two feet in 
diameter, he danced, and played, at the 
fame time, a mouth instrument and a 
harid-clapper. 

His turn ended, he importuned a loose- 
jawed farmer’s son to give him something 
to buy bull’s eyes for niggers, and, to be 
sure “ you'll give something for that nice 
young lady of yours’’—indicating a town 
girl: absolutely unknown to the flushed 
youth, and clearly indignant that she, in 
her short skirt and best Pana make-up, 
should be mistaken as the young lady of 
a country gorsoon.

A Veteran Musician. 


_No man has done more for the preserva- 
‘tion of old Irish folk songs and music 
than Dr. Alfred Perceval Graves, who, in 
his eighty-second year, has just arrived in 
London to arrange for the publication of 
the collected poems of the late Dr. 


William Alexander. 
late Primate of 
Ireland. 


Dr. Graves, who is 
himself the author of 
“Father O’Flynn”’ 
and several her 
famous songs, “ has 
devoted his life to 
collecting fragments 
of verses and snatches 
of music all over the 
country, and in con- 
junction with his 
brothers, and also Dr. 
Charles Wood and 
Sir Charles’ Villiers 
Stanford, has published over thirty 
volumes of collected ballads and airs 
which would, in all probability, otherwise 
have been lost to the nation. 

Nowadays Dr. Graves lives at Harlech, 
but time has increased rather than dulled 
his love for music, and for the past three 
years he has interested himself in the 
organisation of the annual Harlech 
Musical Festival, the success of which has 
heen largely due to his untiring energ 
and help. 


Al Brilliant Family. 


Dr. Graves is a son of the late Right Rev. 
Charles Graves, Bishop of Limerick, and 
is one of a family of brilliant Irishmen 
who were born at Parknasilla, Co. Kerry 
His second brother, Arnold F. Graves, 


Dr. A. P. Graves. 


who was instrumental in founding the 
City of Dublin Technical Schools and 
Education Association, was formerly 


Secretary of the Commissioners of Educa- 
tion and a member of the Dublin Libraries 
Committee, is the author of some dozen 
books. In his younger days he was well 
known in the realm of sport, and 
captained Dublin University on the foot- 
ball field, as well as representing Ireland 
at cricket. Another brother, Mr. Charles 
L. Graves, has been a member of the staff 
of Punch for over twenty-five years, has 
established himself as an artist and man 
of letters, and is responsible for over 
thirty books, including ‘‘ Mr. Punch’s 
Histories of the War and of Modern 
England.”’ 

Sir Robert Windham Graves, K.C.M.G., 
C.M.G., is another scion of this distin- 
guished family, and has had a brilliant 
course in the service of the Foreign Office ; 
he has held. consular appointments in 
Jerusalem and Alexandria; was Consul- 
General for Bulgaria, Crete and Kurdis- 
tan at different periods, and acted as 
Advisor to the Ottoman Ministry of 
Finance from 1909 until the outbreak of 
the war. In 1919 he was attached to the 
British High Comntission in Constanti- 
nople, and for his services during the war 
he received the O.B.E. and was appointed 
a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour.

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CURIOUS PERQUISITES. 
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(By ROGER CARNFORTH. ) 


MART Pleasant old rights pertain to 
the office of lords of the manor, 
apart from that which ascribes to them 
the first kiss from the village brides. A 
lord of the manor may be as poor as the 
legendary church mouse, but he is the 
king of the village. It is, therefore, sur- 
prising that one of the oldest of these 
titles has just been disposed of at public 
auction, and fetched no more than ten 
pounds. 

This was the insignificant sum paid for 
the nine hundged years old title of Lord 
of the Manor of Pluckley, one of the 
many distinctions which had been held by 
Sir Henry Dering and his ancestors. 
Perhaps the reason for the lowly price 
was the fact that there were so many 
ancient titles under the hammer during 
the same afternoon. The market was 
giutted. Altogether there were seven 
lordships for sale, and they realised a 
total of £425. No manorial lands or 
lordly manor houses were included; the 
titles were sold separately. Yet, hitherto, 
even the empty title has been coveted. 

A few years ago a nctorious financier, 
despairing of realising his ambition to get 
into an Honours list, cheerfully paid out 
more than ten thousand pounds to call 
himself a lord of the manor.

Few lords of the manor to-day would 
venture to claim all their ancient rights. 


be challenged, and this would involve 
them in a costly legal struggle.

every Friday was called “ the lord’s tide,

Manor of Claughton to have all fish 
caught in “ Birkett Pool’ on that tide,

profett."’ There is no record that this 


privilege ever has been taken away, but 
moderns would, doubtless, strongly object 
to any lord of the manor having the first 
fruits of the fisheries on Fridays. 

One of the curious privileges attaching 
to a manor on the Dering estate in Kent, 
which has just been sold, is that the lord 
of the manor shall be accompanied by one 
of his tenants whenever he shall cross the 
seas. Should he choose to insist on his 
manorial rights, even now a tenant must 
volunteer for this duty. A lord of the 
manor can still exact various quaint 
services from the tenantry, and there are 
many parts of the country where they 
continue to be given cheerfully. 


UNPOPULAR PRIVILEGE. 


The pvivilege which is the most un- 
popular is the right to clann the best 
beast on a tenant’s farm once a year. 


Country people are quite as wise in the 
uptake as townsfolk, and there are tales 
of isolated attempts to evade this levy. 
One man used to send all his best cattle 
away before the time arrived when the 
lord of the manor should visit him. There 
was a lord of the manor in Hertfordshire 
who, coming on the scene to make his 
selection of the best beast, found to his 
surprise that the reputed owner of some 
excellent cattle had only two old horses 
and a worn-cut donkey to show him 
That tenant had be2n too clever; for the 
lord insisted that he should pay the price 
of a first-class beast, and fixed the price 
himself. 

All the most interesting rents are those 
which are still paid to lords of the manor, 
and, in most instances, the country people 
like to preserve the ancient custom. \ 
Berkshire lord is entitled to receive two 


white chickens; a Cornish lord is 
annually presented with herring pies, 


while one in Leicestershire accepts three 
red roses. We get the familiar term 
“neppercorn rent ” from the fact that 
many lords of the manor accepted pepper 
as rent in times when the commodity was 
precious. The custom has not ceased. 
For instance, a well-known barrister is a 
lord of the manor on a Sussex estate, an 
every Whitsuntide he receives one pound 
of pepper, while a Yerkshire Jandlord gets 
three quarterns. 


ALL FOR £31 


By contrast with the £10 paid for the 
title of lord of the Manor of Pluckley, it 
is interesting to note that, at another 
sale some while ago, £31 was paid at 
auction by a man to become Lord of the 


Manor of Newton Bushell; but he was 
getting many picturesque privileges ior 


his money. He can claim to have a mace 
carried before him wherever he goes, and 
may wear a cocked hat and carry a silver 
wand of office. He may hold his own 
Court at the sound of the horn and 
appoint an ale-taster and drover. 

“Lord of the manor’’ is by no means 
an empty title. The Duke of Buccleuch 
is a lord of the manor in Warwickshire, 


and continues to receive the annual 
collection of ‘‘wroth silver” Eight 
parishes come to the cross-roads on 


Knightlow Hill, near Coventry, and pay 
amounts ranging from one penny to half- 


a-crown apiece. The representatives go 
three times around Knightlow Cross, 


saying the words, “ Wroth silver,” and 
then they place the money in a hoe-hole. 
Any village not doing its duty in this 
respect has to pay a fine of a pound for 
every penny. due. 


RIGHTS STILL OBSERVED. i 


The Duke of Hamilton is another lord 
of the manor entitled to an annual collec- 
tion, but in this instance it should be a 
white bull. The lord of the manor at 
Hungerford upholds the ancient dignities 
of the title. The man to occupy this title 
must be the constable of the town, chief 
magistrate and coroner. All the manorial 
functions are observed with imposing 
ceremony every Eastertide. Two officers 
of the lord of the manor parade the 
streets and demand a penny from every 
inhabitant in payment Íor services 
rendered. Should any refuse, the officers 
may kiss every female in the house of the 
defaulter ! 

There is a Court and joyous festivities, 
and a banquet, and three toasts are still 
honoured.. These are the King, the lord 
of the manor, and a silent toast to the 
memory of John of Gaunt, who granted 
the citizens their fishing wghts. The 
office of lord of the manor at Hungerford 
is, indeed, one of the most picturesque 
and active; but, of course, the title never 
comes into the market.

His Honour, as reported, says: “ Another 
thing they should remember was to see t/1 
they were sure of their pay before they 
into court.” Admirable advice, but alas’ a 
counsel of unattainable perfection. Aill H 
Honour kindly tell us how a medical | 
is to be assured of his pay beforehand in the 
case of a poor man who has been knocked 
down by a motor car in the street and has 
been consequently out of work for, perha) 
many months? Does His Honour sugze 
that the medical man should ignore the 
official summons of the court to appear before 
it, and in the event of such ignoring of tie 
summons to appear before the judge, will 
His Honour guarantee that the medical man 
will not render himself liable to punishment 
for contempt of court? 

If medical men were to refuse to into 
court until they were assured of their fees, 
many poor people would he subjected to very 
grave injustice. Even as things are to-day, 
the poor man who suffers injury is under 4 
serious handicap. The employer or the owner 
of the motor car, or of the runaway horse, 1s 
in over ninety per cent. of the cases insured. 
The defendant, therefore, is not a mere pri- 
vate individual, but a wealthy corporation, 
Such a corporation can afford to employ 
highly skilled medical men—' the swearing 
eladiators’’ referred to by His Honour the 
Recorder. The poor man, unless a member 
of a powerful trade union, has to rely for 
medical testimony on the evidence of a busy, 
hard-worked general practitioner, who is .not 
accustomed to the practice of the courts, who 
is tou often overawed by the imposing ap- 
pearance of the judge and counsel in their 
wigs and gowns, and who is quite incapable 
of meeting in dialectical competition the 
highly-trained intellects of the Bar, and only 
too often allows himself to be brow-beaten 
and thrown into utter confusion by the cross- 
examining counsel.

-THE FREE STATE CENSORSHIP 
BILL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn.—Believing, as we do, in the necessity 
of intellectual! as well as political freedom, 
we are opposed to the Censorship Bill as a 
whole, and consider the principle on which 
it 1s based wrong and harmful. This prin- 
ciple is exemplified in the passages (Part 2, 
Section 7 of the bill) providing for the 
prohibition of publications which, in the 
opinion of the Censorship Board, ‘“‘tend to 
inculeate principles contrary to public 
morality.” This proposed subjection of the 
people in all moral and intellectual matters 


to the opinion of any board seems to us 
to involve grave dangers. An Act animated 
by such a spirit may easily be used to 


interfere with free, public discussion and 
speculation on religious, scientific, political or 
moral questions, besides limiting individual 
frecdom in other ways; and such interference 
would, in our opinion, be a calamity to the 
nation. 

Feeling sure, however, that the 
be passed in some form, we hope at least 
that some of:the minor clauses which seem 
to us to need alteration will be amended 
oy modified.

ALLEGED ACCEPTANCE. 
OF A BRIBE.

Mr. Thomas H. Sloan, a well-known Belfast 
magistrate, Who was a former Independent, 
jponmst member of Parliament for South 
Belfast in the Imperial Parliament, was 
charged in the Belfast Custody Court yester- 
day with unlawfully accepting a sum of 
money from Alfred Mullen in a legal proceed- 
ug, Which was then pending in the Court, 
with intent to prejudice and pervert the due 
course and administration of law and justice 
He was further charged with accepting 2s. 
as an inducement to sit and act as a Justice 
of the Peace in the interest of Alfred Mullen, 
aid “so unlawfully attempt to obstruct and 
pervert the due course of the law."’ 

CROWN SOLICITOR’S STATEMENT. 

The Crown Solicior (Mr. W. H. Mullan) 
said that the charge against the defendant 
was one of the as character, and went 
to strike at and taint the very foúndation 
and source of justice. In the past they had 
a pride in their constitution, and felt that 
when. a case came before the Court it should 
be heard by an impartial tribunal and by 
men of honour and above suspicion, But if 
they found in a case such as that, where a 
magistrate deliberately held himself out to be 
induced by money, and actually received 
money to prejudice cases pending in the 
Court and coming with his mind already made 
up to take a certain course, then the 
common law stepped in, and they were en- 
titled to indict him for the offence. 

The Crown Soliciter then outlined the evi- 
dence that would be given in the case, and 
said that it would be proved up to the hilt. 
They would also prove that the accused had 
offen been about the Courts seeing people 
there and going into the Ulster Tavern. 

ENGINEER'S EVIDENCE. 

\lfred Mullan, who said he was an 
engineer, stated that a summons was served 
on him on 17th September by his wife, which 
commanded him to appear at the Petty 
sessions on 24th September. On Wednesday, 
IOth September, he met Mr. Sloan at the 
corner of Chichester street and Victoria 
treet. The witness handed him the summons 
and accused asked him had he any money. 
The witness replied that he had only a few 
coppers, but that he was getting the 

suureau’’ in the morning. Mr. Sloan asked 
him what time he was paid, and the witness 
told him ten o'clock. The prisoner told the 
witness to meet him at 10.15 on Thursday 
morning. He said that he wanted a few 
“hob,” and he would see witness right. 

Mr. Mussen—Did he say where you were 
to meet him. 

Witness—He said he would meet me here, 
meaning the corner of Victoria street, where 
we were standing. When the accused said 
he wanted a few “bob,” the witmess replied 
‘hat he would see him. Defendant replied, 
“ Don't forget, 10.15,” and then returned the 
summons to him. 

The witness did not see the accused on 
Thursday morning, and he did not go down 
to see Sloan. On the 24th September he 
was in the Summons,Court and saw Mr. 
Sloan sitting on the bench as a justice. An 
application was made by the solicitor for the 
witness's wife for an adjournment of the case. 
The case was adjourned until 19th October. 
Immediately after the Court he waited out- 
side and met Mr. Sloan coming out. The 
witness told him that he was sorry that he 
had not seen him on the previous Thursday, 
hut that he had not forgotten him. The 
witness handed Sloan a two-shilling piece and 
he said that he would be there on the 19th, 
and that he would make a note of it. He 
added that he would see the witness right. 
The prisoner put the money that he had 
handed to him in his pocket and went into 
the Ulster Tavern on the other side of the 
street. 

Replying to Mr. Beggs, for the defendant, 
the witness said that he was once fined for 
being drunk.

CHARGE DENIED.

Where does he live’ I don’t know 
anyone in Gloucester street. I never received 
any money. It is a thing I wouldn't, do.'' 

The witness searched accused and found in 
his possession a number of notes.

Mr. Beggs—I hope to give a quid pro quo 
to the Attorney-General.

Mr, O'Donoghue, R.M., in returning the 
accused for trial to the Commission on bail, 
said: “' It is a very serious case, and it is a 
very painful position for a magistrate to 
have to sit and hear a case against a man 
who sat, week in week out, with him during 
the rest of the year. Fortunately, I have 
not a deciding voice in this matter, because 
it would be a painful task for me to have to 
decide the case. My sole duty is to say 
whether or not a prima facie case has been 
established.

To meet the growing demands of the 
export trade in Irish agricultural produce, 
the London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way Company will inaugurate, experi- 
mentally, a new. Sunday boat service 
between North Wall and. Holyhead on 
Sunday, 28th October. This is intended 
for the conveyance of fresh pork and other

According to present intentions, the new 
sailing will leave the North Wall every 
Sunday morning during the experimental 
period at 10 'a,m., arriving at Holyhead 
at 2.30 p.m., and London about 1.30 on 
FTA: morning. This service will ensure 
the delivery of fresh pork in ample time 
for the London markets, and other classes 
of produce will be available for delivery 
by the first carts sent out from the 
stations on Monday morning. 


THE MONDAY MARKET. 

It is a well-known fact that, so far as 
the fresh pork market. is concerned, that 
held on Monday morning is the heaviest 
and most important.of the week, and the 
new service introduced by the London, 
Midland and. Scottish Company should 
give a decided fillip to the development 
of the export trade from Ireland. It is 
interesting to note that pork killed at 
Cork on Saturday, and railed forward 
from that point on Saturday night, can 
be shipped “from Dublin on Sunday 
morning and delivered in the London 
markets in the small hours of the follow- 
ing morning. 

The killing—say, on Saturday morning 
instead of Friday—with a corresponding 
arrival in the London markets, means a 
day saved in transit, and this, of course, 
must necessarily contribute to an im- 
proved condition of the pork at the time 
of delivery. Quite apart from serving 
London, the new Sunday service will also 
provide for the speedy and expeditious 
transit of all classes of perishable and 
other goods intended for Liverpool, Man- 
chester, Birmingham and the Midlands. 


CONTINUANCE OF THE SERVICE. | 
A London, Midland and Scottish Raul- 


way official told an /rish Times re- 
presentative that the permanent  reten- 
tion of the service would be wholly 
governed by the measure of support 
accorded the innovation by traders in 
general throughout the country. He also 


added that it was hoped that authority 
might be obtained from the Department 
of Lands and Agriculture for the ship- 
ment of live stock by the new service 
every Sunday. Should this be granted, 
another outlet would be available for the 
shipment of live stock during the busy 
season, and in this direction the service 
will be a decided acquisition’for the ship- 
ment of pigs intended for the following 
Tuesday's market at Manchester. 

The Great Southern and the Great 
Northern Railway Companies are both co- 
operating with the London, Midland and 
Scottish in arranging suitable’ train | 
services for the conveyance of produce 
from interior stations to reach Dublin in 
good time for the special boat. 


TRUTH IN ADVERTISING.

SALESMANSHIP AND 
PUBLICITY. 
Major Lachlan Maclean, of the Empire 


Marketing Board, yesterday addressed the 
Advertising Club of Ulster in the Grand 
Central Hotel, Belfast, on the aims and 
objects of the Board. 

Sir Robert Baird, D.L., President of the 
Club, was in the chair. He said that the 
attitude of the public towards publicity had 
totally changed in the last generation. The 
advertisement columns of the Press, the 
hoardings, and all the allied ways and means 
by which attention was drawn té goods had 
been transformed. Advertisement used to be 
thought rather. vulgar. It had been—one 
often heard people .say—all lies. And there 
had been some truth in such criticism. 
Advertisement had shouted like the cheap- 
jack at the fair. Its message had been broad- 
cast in ugly type; its drawings had been often 
crude, It had not been invariably scrupulous 
about avoiding mis-statement. Well, they 
had lived to see all that—or most of that— 
changed. Advertisements were now, as a 
rule, well written, attractively set out, and 
equipped with drawings by first-rate artists ; 
and advertising-men had learnt that ‘‘ truth 
in advertising’’ was good business as well 
as cood morals. 

They might sell their commodity vunce by 
representing it to be what it was not, but 
they would not sell it twice. Advertising 
had ceased, too, to be considered a luxury. 
It was recognised as an essential link in the 
chain that bound manufacturer and custumer. 
They in the British Isles had been a little 
slow to learn that lesson. They were still 
the finest makers of goods in the world, but 
they were not yet the finest salesmen. They 
were learning, however, and he believed that 
they would all live to see their salesmen at 
the top of the world’s list. 

Major Maclean eaid that in the matter of 
advertising and publicity the Empire Market. 
ing Board was trying to produce an Empire 
consciousness and to leave it to the different 
countries to show up what they could do 
against the Board's background. They had 
the Press and posters and other means of 
publicity, With regard to the poster they 
had done a thing which was a novelty. Thev 
had gone in for a special frame on a special 
site for their posters. That was an achieve 
ment which would be of great advantage, 
because the advertisement on one hoarding 
was often killed by what was near to it on 
another. 

The Press had been extraordinarily good 
to them. It, had its finger on the pulse of 
trade and commerce, and it saw that they 
were engaged in a movement which was of 
vital importance to everybody within the 
Empire, They had touched other sources 
of publicity. No one need remind Belfast 
of what Shopping Week had done and was 
doing. There were exhibitions. Well, he 
thought exhibitions were a snare and a 
delusion, unless properly handled.. People 
visited them and said that they were pretty, 
and left without any result to trade. They 
were trying to link up exhibitions more 


AT A BAZAAR. 


SERIOUS ACCIDENT: IN 
TULLAMORE. 


THIRTEEN CASES IN. 
HOSPITAL,

About twenty people were injured by the 
collapse of a floor during the holding of a 
bazaar by a travelling company in High 
street, Tullamore, on Thursday night. 

The bazaar. was opened on last Tuesday 
night in a portion of the premises of Messrs. 
Downes, coachbuilders. A large workshop 
a few feet above the level of the street was 
‘used for the purpose. It was entered froin 
the street by three steps. Underneath this 
workshop is a cellar. Coachbuilding having 
ceased some time ago, the premises had re- 
cently been used for the holding of auctions. 

FLOOR GIVES WAY. 

Admission to the bazaar was free. Tickets 
were sold to those who assembled in the 
workshop, and tke person holding a certain 
numbered ticket. was given a prize, ‘The 
proceedings usually opened at 7.30 p.m. and 
ended at 11. . 

At about 9 o'clock on Thursday night, 
when about 200 people had assembled— 
almost as many as could find standing room— 
portion of the centre of the floor collapsed, 
and about forty persons, including some of 
the attendants, were precipitated into the 
cellar ten feet below. 

Omnibuses belonging to the Irish General 
Omnibus Company, the local ambulance and 
private motor cars conveyed the more 
seriously injured, numbering seventeen, to 
the County Home Hospital at Tullamore. 
Thirteen people were detained in the hospi- 
tal for treatment.

JAPAN,

UTILISING THE PUBLIC PRESS. 
Under the auspices of the Miblin Mission- 
ary Council, an address on ‘‘ Newspaper 
Evangelism in Japan ” was delivered in the 
Gregg Hall, Dublin, last might by the Rev. 
W. H. Murray Walton, M.A, of the C.M.S., 
Tokio, 

In some ways, said Mr. Murray Walton, 
there was no country in the world where 
order and good government prevail to a 
greater extent than in the Empire of Japan. 
It is readily the foremost hation in the 
Orient to-day, and yet, like all nations the 
whole world over, Japan is feeling the im- 
pact of modern thought, especially so far as 
it affects the social structure of the country. 
In face of the advance in this respect, many 
of the older forces which have gone to build 
up the nation are being Siallenaed to a 
degree never known before. To those who 
belong to the Christian Church in that land 
one of the greatest problems is to give the 
Christian message in face of present-day con- 
ditions. To this end the plan has been tried 
in recent years of utilising the public Press. 
There are over 300 daily papers in Japan, 
some with a circulation of two millions. In 
some of these Christian articles appear, cur- 


rent problems being dealt with week by 
week, and correspondence invited. To date 
over twenty thousand people have written 


asking for fuller information. By means of 
circulars, correspondence courses, and intro- 
ductions to local Churches, it has been found 
possible to follow up newspaper articles, and 
already many are finding in the Christian 
faith a solution of their problems and an 
end to their anxieties.

TARLFF COMMISSION 
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“INEFPICTENT . MILLS.” 


The Tariff Commission, consisting of Mr. 
J. J. McElligott. (Chairman), Mr. J. 5. 
Whelehan, and Dr..J.-H. Hinchcliffe, sat 
yesterday in Dublin and resumed . considera- 
tion of the application for a Customs duty 
on packing and wrapping paper, cardboards, 
and folding box-beards imported into the Free 
State. 

Evidence in opposition to the application 
was continued “yestérday on behalf of the 
Dublin Master Prititers” Association and the 
Trish Master Printers’ Association. 

AN EXPERT'S VIEWS. 

Mr. John Grant, manager of the North of 
Ireland Paper Mill, Co., Ltd., of Ballyclare, 
Co. Antrim, who has had 20 years’ experience 
of the paper trade, said that the two paper 
mills. owned by his company produced 
approximately 15,000 tons of paper per annur. 
He had charge of manufacture and sales, and 
was responsible for the purchase of all raw 
materials. On two occasions recently he had 
acted in an advisory capacity to firms who 
were in doubt as to the policy to adopt in 
céference to paper mills which were unprofit- 
able. In his opinion, the three mills—New- 
brook, Drimnagh and Killeen—were absolutely 
inefficient, for the following reasons :—(a) The 
buildings and machinery are old, out of date, 
and in poor condition; (b) the narrow width 
of the paper-making machines, coupled with 
the fact that the mills have only a very 
limited steam, power and drying plant, makes 
it impossible for the output at any of these 
mills to be more than 25 per cent. of what a 
inodern paper-making machine could produce 
on similar grades. of. paper; (c) the qualities 
to which these mills (because of their con- 
dition) are restricted are poor, and the de- 
mand fur them is rapidly decreasing, largely 
because the growing demand is for a better 


substance is a cheaper, better and healthier 
substitute 

To substantiate this he mentioned that the 
North of Ireland Paper Mills made during 
the war, when woodpulp was difficult to 
obtain, an output of seventy tons per week 
of a similar quality from one machine; when 
trade became normal they found that even 
with their modern plant it. was impossible to 
make this class of paper and market it at a 
profit. They, therefore, had to discontinue 
making this quality altogether. More 
recently he was called in to advise on a one- 
machine paper mill making similar grades. 
Ts mill was owned by a ons consumer of 
paper, who naturally had every incentive to 
keep it running. It was found, however, to 
be in the best interests of all concerned to 
close down the paper mill and leave the buy- 
ing department. free to obtain its paper in the 
open market. The conelusion that he came 
to, therefore, in regard to Newbrook, 
Drimnagh and Killeen was. that it would be 
4 retrograde step to endeavour, by the spend- 
ing of additional capital, to try and keep 
these mills in existence.

“ that no mill situated in Ireland is fit to 
compete successfully if the world’s markets 
are to absorb any appreciable part of its out- 
put. At the present time the world’s demand 
toy paper is not sufficient to meet the supply, 
and a mill in Ireland is faced with heavy 
disadvantages in comparison with mills. in 
Great Britain and other countries in regard 
to carriage, rates and coal costs.’’ 

The Clondalkin Mill, Mr, Grant; declared, 
would require from £60,000 to £80,000 as 
ordinary working capital, in addition to 
which a considerable sum of money would 
have to be spent on the mill before it could 
The actual amount, as in the 
case of the working capital, would. of course, 
depend on the’ qualitjes’ the Amills. would 
attempt to make. - sis ? a 
The witness said that, he had’ seen the 
machinery of the Clondalkin Mill a few days 
His, engineer examitied some machinery 
in which he was interested, but which, he 
found, was not for sale, Actually, however, 
he would not have bought the machinery. 
He could not venture any attempt to estimate 
the costs of production by ‘thesémills’ until 
he knew the actual type of paper that was 
being made. . ' 


UNDERCUTTING. 
Replying to questions by the Chairman, the 
witness complained of undercutting in all the 
sections of the paper trade. His view was 
that the trouble with the British marketing 
generally was either lack of capital or lack of 
foresight. For a period they sat still while 
other people went ahead. 
The Chairman asked the witness if he 
would rather have the mills extinguished than 
have a tariff imposed. 
Mr. Grant replied that he was of opinion 
that mills shouldbe brought up-to-date or 
else close down. 
Answering Mr. Whelehan, the witness said 
that the total output of Ballyclare and Larne 
Mills was 15,000 tons per annum. Only a 
small percentage of it came to the Free State. 
He employed about 500 people hetween the 
two mills, and the output was about 3 tons 
per person per annum, Some mills on the 
Continent had an output of 75 tons per person 
annually. He, as manager of the Ballyclare 
Mills, would not propose that they should be 
closed down. ‘There was tremendous under- 
cutting in the trade in Ireland also. £10,000 
had been spent on his company’s two mills on 
improvements.

. Commissioners and Consuls. 

We understand that within the nest 
fortnight the Free State Government will 
announce the name of the new High Com- 
missioner in Indon who will fill the 
vacancy created by the appointment oí 
Mr. James McNeil] as Governor-General. 
Rumour has been basy with the identity 
of the new Commissioner, but all that is 
known definitely is the fact that hence- 
forward al] appointments of this nature 
will be filled from the ranks of the Civil 
Service. The Free State Government 
already has an excellent trade represen- 
tative in London in the person. of Mr, J. 
W. Dulanty, whose work on behalf of 
Free State agriculture has achieved some 
notable results. The functions of the 
High Commissioner, however, are not 
commercial. They are diplomatic, and 
for that reason special qualities of train- 
ing and personality are necessary. It is 
high time that Mr. MeNeill’s vacant place 
should be filled. His term of office in 
London was conspicuously successful, but 
he resigned from the High Commissioner- 
ship last February, and since that time 
the Free State has been without an official 
representative in London. Happily, the 
relations between Dublin and London are 
most cordial, and, so far as can be seen 
at present, no crisis is likely to arise. 
Nevertheless, the immediate appointment 
of a properly qualified High Commissioner 
in London is demanded by the best 
interests of the Free State and Great 
Brita®® alike. 

One of the strangest anomalies in the 
relations between Great Britain and the 
is the fact that the British 
Government. has no _ representative in 
Dublin. Under the old system the 
Governor-General acted as the agent of 
the Dominions Office, but the resolutions 
of the Imperial Conference in 1926 made 
a complete change. The Governor-General 
now is the personal representative of the 
King and nothing else.

From Mine to. Prairie. 

The experiment which sent unemployed 
British workers to Canada for the harvest 
appears to have been justified to the full 
by the results. Some 8,500 men—chiefly 
miners for whem work cannot be found 
in their proper trade—sailed in August. 
About 7,000 of them still are working in 
the Dominion, and it is said that a large 
proportion of those who have come home 
intend to return to Canada in the spring. 
Probably, more than half of the migrants 
find permanent employment in 
Canada forthwith and will not come home 
at all. Wages for winter employment on 
the Canadian farms are low, but many a 
man will prefer small earnings in the 
New World to the “dole ' in the Old. 
The harvesting experiment, therefore, is 
likely to secure for Canada several 
thousand seitlers of a desirable type, and, 
at the same time, to relieve the cosltields 
of part of their burden of chronic .un- 
employment. Complaints have been made 
of unfair treatment of some of the 
migrants. Socialistic agitators — have 
sought te make capital owt of the 
inevitable petty mishaps attendant on a 
large scheme: carried out hastily 
without the aid of elaborate administra-

however, completely refutes its enemies. 
This year's experience will make possible 
a ‘bolder scheme next year, with careful 
selection of applicants.

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The Changing East. 


The Orient, as western writers have 
known it since the days of Marco Polo, is 
going rapidly out of business. Its colour 
and mystery are disappearing, and soon, 
if ardent reformers have their way, a drab 
uniformity of civilisation will prevail 
throughout the world. Already the 
gracious Japan of Pierre Loti has become 
a memory. The chrysanthemums remain, 
but a crowd of workers in Tokio is not to 
be distinguished by its dress from a 
“ Cup tie’’ crowd in London. A year 
ago—as since the time of Alexander the 
Great—-Afghanistan was a cruel, _for- 
bidding country, where Europeans adven- 
tured at their peril, and warrior chiefs 
conducted blood-ieuds from their lonely 
towers. Now a yeforming king has 
admitted modernity with a rush, has 
introduced a parliament and a cabinet 
system, has promised public libraries and 
factogges, has installed the cinematograph, 
and has decreed “the compulsory co- 
education of girls and boys between the 
ages of six and eleven years.” Seven 
«hundred of the warrior chiefs, summoned 
from their mountain fastnesses, and 
forced into trousers and Homburg hats, 
have been enrolled as members of the new 
parliament. So, as it seems, the sinister, 
but romantic, Afghanistan of Mr. 
Kipling’s tales and ballads is no more. 
China, too, is being torn from roots that 
were ancient when Achilles fought at 
Troy. Wars and political revolutions in 
China are no new thing, but her latest 
rulers’ attack on the stuff of Chinese life 
--the people's secular habits, traditions 
and superstitions—is a real portent. The 
Nationalist Government, which now has 
some title to call itself a national Govern- 
ment, proposes to bring the minds of four 
hundred million persons “ up to date.” 
For instance, it has decided to abolish the 
vast army of astrologers, soothsayers and 
fortune-tellers whom the Chinese citizen 
consults at every. crisis of his domestic 
affairs. Shanghai alone has twenty-three 
| thousand of these practitioners. They are 
} up in arms against the official ban, and 
claim that their cult and China’s very 
existence are inseparable.

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The Confidence Trick. 


“Doubtless,’” says Samuel Butler, “the 
pleasure is as great Of being cheated as 
‘to cheat.’’ In what other way can we explain 
the stubborn vogue of the “confidence 
trick’? In the Central Criminal Court, 
London, on Thursday, Mr. Harry Saffer, 
an American citizen, told a familiarly 
artless tale. While visiting St. Paul's 
Cathedral he got into talk with a man, 
who said that he had been eritrusted with 
a legacy of £600,000 for distribution to 
the poor. The stranger invited Mr. 
Saffer’s . assistance in this kindly task, 
and, having received his promise, desired 
a proof of his trustworthiness. Thereupon 
Mr. Saffer handed over a sum of £1,950; 
and he is searching still for his money 
and for his affable acquaintance. At least 


papers report similar incidents. The 
victims usually are Americans, and 
usually they have been persuaded to part 
with substantial sums. Every American 
citizen is supposed to be a shrewd person. 
When he is at home his newspapers keep 
him well informed of all the trickeries 
and knaveries of the American under- 
world. When he comes to London, carry- 
ing hundreds. of pounds in his pocket, he 
is a priori a successful and, therefore, a 
hard-headed man of affairs. Why then, 
does such a person permit himself to be 
victimised by a fraud which ought uot to 
deceive an intelligent child—a fraud. iow, 
that receives such frequent advertise.nent 
in the newspapers? Have the psychologists 
studied this phenomenon? Perhaps, an 
overpowering sense of loneliness in a 
Strange city has induced the victim to 
forget his native caution Perhaps, some 
uncanny instinct reveals to the trickster 
the one man in a million who can be thus 
deceived.

It has been hoped at Yarmouth that 
the Liberal Conference there would have 
been enlivened by hearing that the Jiberal 
candidate had been returned at ‘lavisiock, 
but such was not the case.

A Disappointment.

Mr. Lloyd George's Prophecies. 


Mr. Lloyd George, contrary to the state- 
ment that he would reveal his conditions 
for a possible coalition with the Labour 
Party, should the latter be returned in 
stronger force than the Conservatives at 
the general election, was extremely definite 
in the opposite direction. The Liberal 
Party is to fight as an independent party, 
act in the next Parliament as an in- 
dependent party, and emphatically 
declines to contemplate a repetition of the 
experiment of 1924, which proved so 
disastrous. Circumstances alter cases, 
however, and it is impossible for Mr. 
Lloyd George to say what he may, or may 
not, do in 1929, should the general elec- 
tion result in anything like the stalemate 
of 1924. As a prophet, Mr. Lloyd George 
ventured on three prophecies, the first 
being that there will be an overwhelming 
majority of votes in condemnation of the 
present Government ; secondly, that there 
will be an enormous accession of strength 
to the Liberal Party; and thirdly, that 
it will not be the Socialist Party which 
will be in a majority. In these prophecies 
Mr. Lloyd George does not venture much, 
and it is quite possible that he may be 
correct in two out of the three, if it’ can 
be assumed that all Liberal and Socialist 
votes are a condemnation ot the party tn 
power, and that eighty or a hundred 
Liberal members denote an enormous 
accession of strength.

MR, BLYTHE’S STATEMENT.

Information was received from the 
Azores, by way of Lisbon, that late this 
afternoon the airship passed over one of 
the Southern islands of the Azores group, 
and was apparently nearing the Southern 
edge of the depression. 

As the original intertion was under- 
stood to be to keep well South of the 
Azores and make for Bermuda, it is 
concluded that the weather is better than

COMMISSIONED RANKS’ 
RESENTMENT, 


A few years ago an Order was issued 
at the Headquarters of the Free State 
Defence Forces, Parkgate street, Dublin, 
forbidding officers to wear uniform when 
off duty. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for 
Defence, has now commanded a complete 
reversal of this Order, and: in future every 


his uniform in public. . 
TEXT OF THE ORDER. 


The new. Regulation, which is dated 
9th October, reads :— 


UNIFORM—WEARING OF BY OFFICERS. 


1. Every Officer of the Forces, whether on 
or off duty, shall wear uniform in public 
unless he is in possession of an authorisation 
to wear mufti. For the purposes of this 
Regulation any part of a military barracks, 
fficer’s private quarters, is 


other than an 
deemed to be a public place. 
9. The authorisation referred to in the 


preceding paragraph shall only be granted in 
éamh circumstances for a specific pur- 
pose and then only by one of the follow- 


(a) The Minister, to military members of 
the Council of Defence. 3 


{b) The head of the Branch concerned, to 
Senior Officers of the Department of 
' Defence. 

(c) The head of the Section concerned, to 
Junior Officers of the Department of 
Defence. 


(d) The Adjutant General, to District and 
Corps Commanders. 


(ec) The Officer Commanding, to Officers of 
his Unit. 

(f) The District Commander concerned, to 
other Officers stationed in his District. 


3. The authorisation referred to in para- 
craph 2 may. be issued to Officers on leave, 
and Officers taking part in any sport or re- 
creation which requires a particular form of 
dress. 

4. On the 6th of each month a nominal 
roll of Officers to whom authorisations to 
wear mufti during the preceding month were 
granted shall be forwarded to the Adjutant- 
General. Such roll shall include a state- 
ment setting out the reasons for granting the 
guthorisation in each case and the period for 
which it was granted. A report of the dis- 
ciplinary action taken ih respect of any 
breach of these Regulations shall accompany 
the roll. 

The new Regulation is operative from 
the date of its publication, and the 
spasmodic stream ef uniformed officers 
from the various military posts in the 
city last night intrigued the curiosity of 
the public: 


STRONGLY RESENTED. 


The new Order, says an Army coryre- 
spondent, is strongly. resented by the 
overwhelming majority of the commis- 


sioned ranks. They consider that it would 
be better if the Minister had been content 
to remove the prohibition. on wearing 
uniform when off duty, and leave it to 
-the discretion of the individual officer as 
to when and where it should be worn 
during those. hours, 

It is admitted that the intention behind 
the Order is wholly admirable; but, im 
view of the peculiar: circumstances of the 
case, it is feared that it may have an 
effect directly opposite from that sought. 


Apart from the discomfort of being 
condemned to wear a tight-fitting 
uniform, with a “stand-up “ collar, for 


the greater part of the twenty-four hours, 
there is the question of the inevitable 
restrictions which -regimentals will impose 
on the wearer. As it is, there are a 
number of verboten signs dangling before 
an officer in uniform. For example. he 
must not enter the best-conducted saloon 
in the city, even for a bottle of lemonade, 
but must seek the nearest hotel—where, 
in all probability, his drink will cost him 
more. 


QUESTION OF FINANCE. 

The question of finance enters very 
largely into the officers’ objections. With 
their modest pay—even when augmented 
by “ lodging, fuel and light,’’ “ marriage ' 
and other allowances, they cannot afford 
to be in the “ officer class ’’ when it comes 
to transport or recreation, but must be 
content with tramcars and ‘buses, the 
cheaper seats in the theatres, and some- 
thing less than first-class by train ({rail- 
way warrants are hard to get in any cir- 
cumstances). 

Twenty pounds a year is allowed for 
uniform—an inadequate sum at the best 
of times, but laughable in its inadequacy 
if a uniform must be worn for sixteen 
hours out of the twenty-four. 


SPORTS. 

There is also thy problem of sports. 
The great majority of the Free State 
ofhcers are young, ana go in for a variety 
of sports—football, hurling, lawn. tennis 
and hockey. It is felt to be distinctly 
unfair to compel them to ask for permis- 
sion—which may be delayed or refused—to 
wear civilian clothes when setting out to 
indulge in any of these recreations. 

It is rather curious that this new Order 
has been promulgated in the Free State 
at. a time when the privilege of wearing 
mufti has been more generously extended 
to all ranks of the British Army.

MAN KILLED ON HIS 
HONEYMOON. 


BRIDE INJURED. 


One man was killed apd*mearly fifty 
persons, including “many women, were 
injured in a ‘collision at Glasgow last 
night about a hundred yards inside the 
tunnel leading from the L.N.E.R. 
terminus at Queen street between a 
heavily-laden Edinburgh train and an 
empty train from Alloa, which was being 
shunted on to the line. 

By midnight thirty-four of the. injured 
had been received at the Royal Infirmary, 
while many more were being treated at 
the station. A few, suffering from shock 
and *slight bruises, were taken home by 
friends. News of the smash had spread 
like wildfire,.and a large crowd rushed to 
‘the station, but the station was barred to 
all except rescuers. 


MARRIED ONLY THREE HOURS. 

It was stated officially at three o'clock 
this morning that one man had been killed 
and fiwy people injured: The dead man 


believed to be 411 Victoria Drive, Cross- 
hill, Glasgow. His wife’s leg was am- 
putated in the hospital. 


married only three hours previously. 
Another bridal couple were seriously 
injured. 


RESCUES IN THE DARK. 

There was a terrific crash, which was 
heard in Queen street station, as the 
two trains met.. The engine of the Alloa 
train ploughed its way through the rear 
compartment of the Edinburgh train, the 
noise of breaking glass a splintering 
wood being followed by the groans of the 
injured as several carriages became 
telescoped. The darkness of the tunnel 
intensitied the horror of the accident. 

The end of the rear carriage of the 
Edinburgh train was smashed to match- 
wood, but apparently not a single person 
had been seated there. The next carriage 
was crushed like pulp, and it was extra- 
ordinary that none of its passengers was 
killed. 

In the darkness of the tunnel, musty 
with soot and grime, railwaymen and 
doctors. worked desperately, to extricate 
the injured and others imprisoned in the 
wreckage. 


A DANCING CROWD. 

Although the noise was heard all over 
the station, its seriousness was not realised 
for a few minutes, owing to the singing 
and dancing of a crowd of Canadian 
emigrants on one of the platforms. Then, 
when a few officials dashed through the 
gloom of the tunnel, they were greeted 
by the shouting of men and the screams 
.of women and children, many in pain and 
others in terror. 

The scene suggested that there’ had been 
serious loss of life, but a hurried examina- 
tion proved the contrary. Many of the 
passengers had had amazing escapes from

CALL FOR DOCTORS. 

A general call was sent out to the 
infirmaries for doctors, who arrive] in 
force in a few minutes, accompanied by 
nurses and a dozen ambulances. Owing 
to heavy bookings fer London, many 
passengers for the metropolis were .de- 
tained for a later train, and thus escaped 
the accident.

47 BURMESE BURNT TO

MH. ANDREW A. WATT, D.L. 
With much regret we announce the death 
of Mr. Andrew Alexander Watt, D.L., which

ege of seventy-five. Mr. Watt was one of 
those thuit greg Irishmen who under- 
stood the art of combining close attention to 
business concerns with the healthy enjoyment 
of outdoor sport.

Born in 1853, he was educated at Foyle 
College and by private tutors. In 1885 he 
became High Sheriff for the County of Derry 
and Deputy Lieutenant of Donegal. Aiways 
an ardent sportsman, he was prominent in 
hunting, shooting and polo, and for eighteen 
years was Master of the Londonderry 
Harriers. By his marriage with Violet Flora, 
only daughter of the late Mr. George de 
Burgh, of Milbank House, Co. Kildare, he 
became closely associated with the Southern 
hunting field, and later on the release 
from business ties enabled him to come South, 
where he soon became a most popular figure 
in the hunting field, and during the years 
1915-1919 he was Master of the Meath Hounds. 
In all that country none but the pleasantest 
memories are left of his attractive personality. 
Mrs. Watt is now some years dead. but 
their three sons survive. Of these, the eldest, 
Mr. Samuel Watt, is married to a daughter 
of Mr. A. M. Munn, of Lisleen, Londonderry. 
Although Mr. Andrew Watt had not 
for years resided at the family seat of Thorn 
Hill, which he inherited from his father, he 
was always glad by occasional visits to renew 
association with old scenes and»old friends in 
the place of his birth.

With the departure of Mr. Horan from 
France the Government and the French police 
regard the matter of the publication of the 
diplomatic memorandum on the Anglo-French 
naval compromise as terminated so far as he 
is concerned.

As this inquiry is still 
incomplete, the authorities are unwilling to 
give further information, but there. is reason 
tu believe that he received the document from 
somebody not a member of the staff of the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, who in turn had 
‘it from a diplomatist. This person is the 
subject of further investigations, but it has 
not yet been ascertained whether and to what 
extent he acted in good faith.

_ The incident has not been without ita 
lighter side.

Parliament, in order to 
give this country self-government within the 
Empire, and we are most sanguine that your 
liberal minds and sympathetic hearts will 
produce some constitution which will bring 
about the desired political transformation.” 

Sir John Simon, replying, said that the 
members of the Commission felt that they 
had been given all the encouragement and 
welcome they could desire in béginning their 
task. 

A slight effort made to demonstrate against 
the Commission. proved unsuccessful. A

FRENCH SUBMARINE 
SUNK, 


RAMMED BY A GREEK 
STEAMER. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 

The French submarine Ondine, with a 
crew of three officers and forty men, was 
rammed and sunk by the Greek steamer 
Ekaterina, off Vigo, about 11 p.m. on 
October órd, while on a voyage from Cher- 
bourg to Bizerta (Tunis), where she should 
have arrived last Monday. 

The news was conveyed in a telegram 
received by the Ministry of Marine this 
afternoon from the French Consul at 
Rottérdam. 

The captain of the Ekaterina, which 
has just arrived at Rotterdam, reports 
that at 11 p.m. on the night of October 
órd he came into collision off the north- 
east coast of Spain with a submarine 
the nationality of which he was not able 
It is known that at midday 
on October 3rd the French submarine was 
off Ferrol, about thirty miles from Vigo, 
where the depth of the ocean is between 
4,500 and 5, feet. 

After the collision he was unable to find 
any trace of the submarine or to render 
any assistance, although he circled round 
the spot for two hours, before continuing 
on his course. 


It was a clear night, the captain 
reports, but the sea was rough. The 
Minister of Marine has ordered the 


Second Torpedo Squadron, which was off 
Oporto at four o'clock this afternoon, to 
proceed immediately to the spot indicated. 

The Ondine, one of a class of four 600-ton 
submariaes, built af Havre in 1924-5, was 
216 feet in length, 600 feet surface, and 
carried one 3.9 gun and had seven torpedo 
tubes.

He 
had spoken in favour of the motion, and 
when a division was called had a hurried 
conversation with the President and the 
Minister for Industry, who gave him no 
comfort. What it was about one could 
only surmise, but a question from the 
deputy to Mr. Duggan, the Parliamentary 
Secretary, brought the loud and decisive 
reply, “ No, you cannot,” and the member 
subsided with heavy heart. 

One wondered whether he was feeling 
in agreement with the statement of Presi- 
dent Cosgrave the previous day that ‘‘ the 
group system is a bad system.”’ 


THE BRAY LINE. 

The debate on Mr. Davin’s motion was 
rather interesting. 
Minister for Industry, quoted extensively 
from the decision of Judge Davitt, the 
arbitrator, to show that no claim for com- 
pensation had been turned down, where it 
was proved that loss of employment was 
due to amalgamation.

BURGOMASTER FINED. 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
WIESBADEN, Friday. 

The British Summary Court here was 
crowded this morning, when Wilhelm Hiege, 
handmaster, and Burgomaster Boehm, of 
Konigstein, were called to answer charges 
arising out of the playing of Deutschland 
Uber Alles in a public garden at Konig- 
stein, the garden being frequented by mem- 
bers of the Allied forces and Germans, and 
the permission of the local military authori- 
ties not having been obtained. 

Deutschland Uber Alles may only be 
nlayed in a public place in occupied terri- 
tory when the permission of the military 
authorities has been obtained. Fermission 
was not sought for in this case, and the 
prosecution alleged that Hiege . made his 
hand play the air. Before doing so, how- 
ever, he asked Burgomeister hm, who

dens at the time, if he might play the air, 
whereupon Boehm is alleged to have called : 
‘Play it.” 

The incident occurred when cg ma 
which is a noted health resort in the Taunus 
Hills, was an armed camp, the whole of 
the 2nd Rhine Brigade being there, and 
several members of the Brigade were present 
in uniform during the incident. 

Herr Hiege was found not guilty. 

The President of the Court said that, even 
if he were found guilty, he would not punish 
him, as it was only a technical offence. 
When the Burgomaster said “ Play it' he 
took the responsibility. 

Herr Boehm, on the other hand, was found 
guilty and sentenced to a fine of 100 marks 
(about £5) of fourteen days’ imprisonment. 

The President remarked that the sole rea- 
son why the German National Anthem was 
forbidden in public places was with a view 
to the prevention of incidents. Herr Boehm 


should have obtained permission, but his 
offence was not a serious one. 

The German Press is indignant at the 
sentence. It is maintained that the playing 


of the German National Anthem is not for- 
hidden. This contention is incorrect, as the 
prohila 9n is contained in an ordinance of 
the Inier-Allied Rhineland High Commission.

DISCOVERIES IN ITALY, 
hé ee a an 
ANCIENT TOMBS AND COLOURED 
VASES. 
From ReEvTeR’s CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Friday. 

A message from Foggia to the Giornale 
d'[talia states that in the course of agricul- 
tural work near San Giovanni Rotondo, some 
twelve miles from Foggia, foundations of 
houses believed to date from the period im- 
mediately succeeding the age of cave-dwellings 
have been discovered. Diggers have also dis- 
covered many tombs forty-seven inches deep, 
with a stone bottom, and covered over with 
flagstones, coutaining human remains. In one 
tomb was found a han jar, in which was a 
small vase. 

At, some distance from this spot the remains 
of another town, believed to be about 2,000 
years old, have been discovered. The houses 
were built of stone and mortar, and tombs 
found in this spot differ from those described 
above, being lined with stones and mortar, 
and covered with flags which have also been 
mortared. Vases found in these tombs are 
enamelled and painted in various colours. The 
remains of swords, javelins and cuirasses have 
also been discovered, and coins bearing the 
image and superscriptior. Claudius Caesar, 
Augustus and Agrippa, from which it is pre- 
sumed that the town must have been in ex- 
istence over 2,000 years ago.

ISRAEL. 
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EXCAVATIONS IN PALESTINE.

JERUSALEM, Friday. 
The excavations of Mount Ophel, which

THE MYSTERY OF THE 
W HEEL-WOBBLE. 
PLY. 
(By COLONEL MOORE-BRABAZON.) 
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i te beginning of the Autumn is a 
good time to watch what alterations 
are happening in the motor world, 
because changes occur gradually, and one 
is not liable to notice them unless giving 
the matter a certain amount of considera- 


tion. For instance, how many ol us 
remember ‘when horse-drawn cars. fell 
into the minority in the streets of 


London? Yet that was a great moment 
in the history of automobilism, and it 
happened without anybody noticing it. 

''nis year I have been struck with the 
formidable reply that the British industry 
has made to the attack by the American 
mass-production car. There may have 
been an element of native pride, which in 
some cases gave the preference to the 
English make, but, no doubt, the 
curious formula of the horse-power tax, 
which put an annual tariff against the 
low-compression American car, has had a 
very material effect. Although the horse- 
power tax has been attacked for many 
reasons—some of them sound—it has been 
a foster-mother to the light-car industry, 
and, consequently, should not be removed 
without serious consideration. 

Some manufacturers base their plea for 
its removal on the fact that we in this 
country have reached saturation point in 
the supply of cheap light cars. If that is 
a fact, it seems odd that so many manu- 
facturers are this year bursting into the 
7 h.p. tiny model market. I feel sure, 
however, that the car being produced in 
England to-day will be the car wanted 
everywhere throughout the world, in a 
few years’ time, as roads become better. 
One must remember there has never been 
much incentive to make roads better 
before the motor car came in. 


LIGHT CAR DEVELOPMENTS. 


The astonishing growth of light car 
traffic in this country has led to a very 
serious state of congestion upon our roads, 
and unless one motors in a car with a 
very pronounced acceleration it is of little 
use driving a car of more than the 
ordinary horse-power. The general speed 
on the road has increased, but is still 
governed on the more popular routes by 
the solid-tyred lorry, and nothing is more 
deplorable than, on a week-end, to find a 
nervous driver behind a lorry without 
sufficient power to pass it, yet endeavour- 
ing so to do. When this condition 
obtains, other cars pile up behind in an 
ever-increasing row, till it is almost 
impossible to pass, the procession con- 
tinuing thus until the driver of the lorry 
seeks refreshment at a wayside hostelry. 

What has struck me this year, however, 
more than anything, has been the change 
from solid to pneumatic tyres on heavy 
vehicles. This has, of course, been 
encouraged by the remission of part of 
the duty on heavy vehicles if shod with 
pneumatic tyres, but the benefit to the 
roads will be enormous, and the speed of 
the char-h-banc lorry has, at the same 
time, very materially increased. The 
advent of the pneunatically-tyred motor- 
‘bus is probably the feature of the road 
which has struck most of us this year, 
not only for the frequency with which 
one meets them, but for the very remark- 
able speeds at which they proceed. The 
other day, motoring back from Scotland, 
1 took the trouble to stay behind three 
separate lorries for a few miles in each 
case in order to get a correct idea of the 
speed at which they Were'travelling I 
admit the roads were ideal, perfectly 
IE and without anything in the 
way, but the speeds at which those chars- 
a-banc were proceeding were 54, 52 and 
49 miles per hour. It was not a question 
of small cars passing the chars-a-banc, 
but of the chars-a-banc passing the smal! 
cars! And, ‘remember, that until 
recently their legal speed was 12 miles 
an hour! 


WORD FOR FAST LORRIES. 


It may be said. that this is a deplorable 
thing. Frankly, I do not deplore it. 1 
do not think that a char-a-banc, well 
constructed, on pneumatic tyres, Is In any 
way an unsaie vehicle, and, if’ we are 
going to get upon the roads in the 
numbers that we do at present, our speed 
Is going to be controlled by the slowest- 
moving vehicle of any quantity thereon. 
The slowest moving vehicle was the lorry, 
and now that has become a pneumatically- 
tyred, fast, and safe machine, it seems to 
me that we must all benefit. The thing 
that wants attention, however, is that this 
type of vehicle should be kept upon the 
great routes, and not used upon the by- 
lanes and beautiful side-roads of England, 
which are not, and I hope never will be, 
converted to compete with the great first- 
class arteries of the country. 

Among the so-called pleasure vehicles, 
the open car seems to have almost dis- 
appeared as a standard, although it still 
appears in catalogues. This ig a climate, 
indeed, for covered-in vehicles, and it is 
refreshing to note that the prettiest 
designs in this respect are undoubtedly 
British. 

I have criticised the English manu- 
facturer with some severity in the past, 
but, if he improves at the rate he is 
ee geld Si to-day, I verily believe that, as 
the world becomes more discriminating as 
to quality and design, his export business 
will become very large. Some of the six- 
cylinder models being produced to-day at 
a very low price are marvels of sweet 
running. 

Our roads are, perhaps, too good for the 
manufacturer to give that attention to 
suspension that it deserves, but I notice 
many serious attempts abroad to introduce 
new devices, which, had it not been for 
the early advent of the pneumatic tyre, 
would have been tried out many years 
ago. The pneumatic tyre has been a cure 
to the suspension of the ordinary motor 
car. 


WHEEL-WOBBLE MYSTERY 


A trouble which has occurred, and 
was quite rare years ago, is wheel-wobble. 
Nobody seems to have got to the bottom 
of this extraordinary physical happening. 
Sometimes it is cured one way and some- 
times another, but the real cause. of it 
seems to be something of a mystery. I 
must say, however, that nothing frightens 
me more than this peculiar phenomenon, 
and, when it occurs, going fast in a big 
car, it is, indeed, an alarming experience, 
It will be interesting to note whether 
the automatic change-speed gear will 
become popular. Frankly, I like chang- 
ing speed, but I believe that I am the 
exception, and that the great majority 
dislike it, with the result that cars are 
under-geared, and, on a long, straight 
run, engines hammer themselves to death. 
The introduction abroad of two direct 
drives seems to me an admirable develop- 
ment. 
some reason, was not popular. There is 
no doubt that a low direct drive in towns, 
and a high direct drive for the high road, 
is what is wanted, although I admit gears 
are a good bit quieter to-day than a few 
years ago. Low gears, however, on 
American cars leave much to be desired in 
the way of noise. 

Taken altogether, I think the position 
in England is healthy, and designers more 
progressive than they have been for many 
years in the past, It is only by being in 
the van of p + and development that 
‘will hold its own.

ATTACKS ON THE COMPANY 


RESENTED. 


Senator P. W. Kenny (Chairman) presided 
at the second ordinary general meeting of the 
Irish Public Bodies’ Mutual Insurances Co., 
Ltd., which was held at 15 Rutland square, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

The report and audited accounts and bal- 
ance sheet for the period ended December ól 
showed that the surplus realised during the 
six months amounted to £1,316 14s. 6d., to 
which had been added the amount brought 
forward from the last account, making a total 
of £2,447 14s. 9d. available for allocation. 

The directors decided to allocate the money 
as follows:—Fire account, reserve for unex- 
pected risks policy, 40 per cent. of the net 
premium income for the year, £439 2s. 5d. ; 
additional reserves, £1,901 2s., making a total 
reserve in the fire account of £2,340 4s. 5d., 
allowing a balance forward to next account of 
£107 10s. 4d. on the profit and loss account, 
thus disposing of the £2,447 14s, 9d. 

The report was adopted. 

Mrs. Kettle (Rathmines) congratulated the 

Board on the conservative policy which it had 
adopted. She hoped that the rest of the 
bodies who had remained outside would come 
in and participate in the benefits which the 
company had to offer. ‘“‘It is only a matter 
of education,’ she added, “and I feel sure 
that if we can show that we can compete 
against all other companies we shall win over 
all the public bodies.”’ 
Alderman Rossiter (Wexford Corporation) 
| spoke of the unfair and slanderous propaganda 
that had been carried on against the company. 
It should be made clear that the company 
offered much better terms than even the re- 
duced termes ofiered by the vested interest 
companies. 

In reply to further discussion, the Chairman 
said that any further attacks upon the com- 
puny like that which had taken place recently 
need not he anticipated.

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THE PHESERVATION OF 
THE COUNTRYSIDE.

GOVERNMENT ACTION URGED. 


A public meeting at Leicester last night in 
connection with “the Countryside and Foot- 
paths Preservation National Conference passed 
a resolution, maved by Dr. Vaughan Cornish, 
President of the Geographical Society, urging 
the Government to stimulate local authorities 
to use their present powers for the preserva- 
tion of scenic amenity in town and country. 

Messages were read from the Prime Minister 
and Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. 

Mr. Baldwin wrote :—‘‘ The countryside is 
the heart of England. It is for all those who 
care for it to do their utmost to preserve it 
clean and undefiled. Whilst something can 
be done by regulation and control, the real 
solution lies only in the education of ‘public 
opinion and in the development of habit and 
practice, which will save the countryside from 
the atrocities which are now too often com- 
mitted. With the heartiest good-will, I wish 
God speed to every effort to this end.” 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s letter read :— 
“Every day some offensive bungalow or 
abomination of a building scheme, or somes 
horror of a wayside oil pump station, or 
some blatant vulgarity of an advertisement 
destroys the beauty of the countryside. Some- 
er be done to stop it, and nothin 
can done until public opinion is shobked 
by these atrocities and roused to action. The 
lover of the countryside finds himself to-day 
wandering about it like a bereaved soul. 
You have every wish I can send for the 
success of your efforts.’’

In 
these circumstances, however, the conditions 
of co-operation and understanding must be 
honourable to all and humiliating to none. 

_“ Let me say, once and for all," he con- 
tinued, “' we shall decidedly and emphatically 
decline to contemplate the possibility of a 
repetition of the experiment of 1924, which 
proved so disastrous.” 

The other parties, said Mr. Lloyd George,

MR. LANSBURY SPEAKS

Mr. George Lansbury, M.P., whose speech, 
as Chairman of the recent Birmingham Con- 
ference of the Labour Party, began the pre- 
sent discussion on Liberal-Labour relations, 
made the following comment, in an inter- 
view, on Mr. Lloyd George’s speech :— 

““ So far as I can judge the temper of the 
Labour movement, its position will be that, 
whether called to office or not, it will feel 
compelled by the circumstances of the case 
to put before Parliament those propositions 
which, after years of study, agitation and 
actual experience, it. is convinced are the 
only measures which will make for the 
amelioration and betterment of the condition 
of our people. 

“ Mr. Lloyd George and his friends in the 
Liberal Party and the Tory Party appear vo 
forget in all these discussions that both 
Liberalism and Toryism have had their trial, 
and that it is the individualistic system they 
support which has brought this nation to tle 
present state of affairs.” 

“Mr. Lloyd George appears to demand 
that one condition of his support for Socialist 
measures must be the formation of a Coalition 
Government, In my judgment—and 
believe I am speaking in the name of the 
great mass cf the Labour Party—any coalition 
with Mr. Lloyd George, of the kind he ap- 
pears to anticipate, would be rejected, and, 
if athempted, would smash the party to 
smithereens. He says, apparently, that he 
would he EN to have co-operation on 
certain terms. ‘here can be no terms on 
this question, because our party is deter- 
minedly and fixedly pledged to bring about 
what Mr. Lloyd George says he will fight to 
the bitter end, and that is the nationalisation 
or national ownership and control of the 
basic industries for the service of the nation 
as against the present system of profit-making 
and money-making.”’
